» This Day the Officers of Arms, being aſſembled at 
the great Gate of the Palace of St. James i, apparelled 
in their Tabarts, and mounted on Horſeback, made 
Proclamation of bis Majeſty's Declaration of War 4- 
717 Spain, with all the Solemnities cuſtomary on the 
lite Occaſion 5, whence the March to Teniple- Bar was 
in the following manner. Guards to clear the Way; 
Conſtables and Beadles, bareheaded, with Staves ; 
High Conſtable ;, Officers of the High Bailiff of Weſt - 


minſter; High Bailiff ;, a Party of Horſe-Guards ; 


Knight-Marſhal's Alen; the King's Trumpets ;, Ser- 
jeant Trumpeter bearing his Mace; Purſuivants and 
Heralds, two and two; Norroy King of Arms, having 
on each ſide a Serjeant at Arms with Maces ;, Garter 
Principal King at Arms, in the middle between two 
Serjeants at Arms ;, a Party of the Horſe Guards led 
by the Duke of Mountague ; and being received within 
Temple-bar by the Lord Mayor, Aldermen and Sheriffs 
of London, the Proclamation was made à ſecond time 
over againſt Chancery Lane end; after. which. the 
March was continued to the Place where the Croſs for- 
merly ſtood in Cheapſide, where the Proclamation was 
made the third time, and laſtly at the Royal Exchange 
in Change time; the Spectators expreſſing their Satis= 
Tiltion by loud Shouts at each Place, 2 


The firſt Thing in conſequence of a proclaimed 
War, was the giving out Letters of Mart to Mer- 
chants Ships, and Commiſſions for Privateers to 
Cruiſe upon the Spaniards the former were chiefly 
12 to ſuch Merchants as had Ships of good Force 

Trading to the Mediterranean, as particularly to 
Leghorn, Genoa, and the Levant; Ships who on this 
Occaſion generally carried from 206 to 36 Guns. As

The Pyrates were next to this his Majeſty's, Cons 
cern : I mean, ſuch as we call our Pyrates, viz. the 


Engliſh Pyrates in the Meſt-Indies, many of which 


had lapſed the Time allow'd in the Proclamation. of 


Pardon formerly granted them, or had abuſed the 


Mercy offered; and yet in regard they might now 
be brought to exerciſe their Talent of - roving in a 
more regular manner, v:z. againſt the King's Ene- 


mies the Spaniards, a farther ſpace was allowed 


them by anew Proclamation of Pardon, which Pro- 
clamation alſo is neceſſary to preſerve, becauſe of 
the Conditions hinted for their coming in, and other 
Circumſtances of it, which may give Occaſion to 
mention it again; for which Reaſon I have placed 
it in the Appendix No. N. whither I refer the 
Reader for the Particulars of it, there being ſeve- 
ral Rewards mentioned in it to all ſuch as ſhould af- 
ter the Expiration of the Term now limited, take 
and apprehend any of the ſaid Pyrates, &c. 


Of the proceedings in Parliament, ſomething par- 
ticular was intended, but as Ihave ſeen either Houſe 
reſpectively inſiſt ing, that they will not permit their 
Debates to be publiſhed by any Writers, but ſuch 
as they pleaſe to give it to: In thoſe Caſes I am 
obliged to ſubmit, and ſhall therefore only take no- 
tice that two Extraordinary Caſes are at this time 
depending before them ; viz.

Tr is not my purpoſe here to enter into a Defence 
of theſe Meaſures, but ir is my proper Work to

After the War was thus ſettled at Home, the 
next thing was to publiſh a Proclamation to recall 
the Seamen out of Foreign Service; which was in- 
deed. no more than was needful, great numbers of 
Britiſh Seamen having taken Servſce in the King of 
Spain's Fleet, and more going thither every Day; 
wherefore a Proclamation was order'd to recall 
them, and to forbid others going after them on the 

ſevereſt Penalties. See the Proclamation it ſelf,

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The Unanimity of the two Houſes in diſpatching 


the King's Buſineſs at this time, calls for an honou- 


rable mention. The paſſing the Land and Malt Tax 
together, and preſenting both to his Majeſty before 
the Receſs, are things which as they never happen- 
ed before in our Memory, fo I cannot but abferve, 


that they were received with great Regret by ſome- 
People, and with great Satisfaction by others : 


And as to the Repuration it pave to the King's Af- 
fairs abroad, it was hardly to be expreſs'd : All the 
Foreign Accounts made mention of it, and the King's 
Miniſters fail'd not to repreſent it to the advantage 
of his Service.

But the Parliament has alſo farther ape c ed 


the King's Friends by the diſcovering a Reſolution

I have given good Reaſons why I enter no farther 
into the Affair of the Diſſenters; their Enemies a- 
bounded in Libels againſt the Bills depending, for 
their Relief; but they ſeem to merit no Notice. 
The Dean of Chicheſter publiſhed a Book full of In- 
vectives, proving the neceſſity, and vindicating the 
advantage of the Law for the Sacramental Teſt; and 
the Biſhop of Bangor anſwered him effectually, by 
expoſing not the Nature of that Law only, but the 


Conſequences of it: But both theſe ſeem d to be not 


at all to the purpoſe in hand, neither on one hand 
or other, the Teſt Act not being at all concern d in

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However theſe Queſtions agitated our Parties on

Beſides what has been ſaid of the Pyrates in the

< Ann's Revenge, were all under the Command of 
© Captain Theach, bur better known by the Name

© They were no ſooner off the Bar byt they took 
© five Prizes, viz. two Ships bound in from Lon-

| © The next thing they had to do, was how to 
© diſpole of the Veſſels and Priſoners, and being in 
* extream want of Medicines, they relolved to De- 


© mand a Cheſt from the Government, and detain 
© them till they were ſent, as | 
For this purpoſe they ſent John Marks a Gen- 
© tleman, a Paſſenger bound to London, and two of 
their own: Men. Mr. Marks accordingly came to 
* Town, and had but 24 hours allowed him to re- 
i burn; 
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turn; in the mean time the Pirates reſolved, if 
the Governor would not fend the Medicines, to 
Murder all the Prifoners, and Burn their Prizes. 
But upon Mr. Mark's Application, the Governor 


perceiving that the Pirates were numerous, a 
Cheſt of Medicines was diſpatch'd with that Gen- 
tleman, The Pirates having received the ſame, 
had a general Conſultation, and having hurried 
the Priſoners to their Veſſels, they failed from this 
Coaſt. A Month after we had Advice from North 
Carolina, thar theſe Pirates upon ſome Diſpute 
among themſelves, ran their Ship and one of the 
Sloops on ſhore on that Coaſt, and afterwards 
Captain Blackbeard cheated moſt of his Crew, 
and his Men ſoon after ſeparated from Major Ben- 


net, who having got again his own Sloop the Re- 


venge, they ſailed ſeparately on their old Trade, 
and we did not hear of them, till about the begin- 
ning of the laſt Month, when the Governor was 
informed, That a Pirate Sloop of 12 Guns and 60 


Men was put into the Northward of this Port 


with two Prizes, and forced the Priſoners to 
Careen the Sloop, and that the Indians of thoſe 
Parts, who were amongit the Pirates, had great 
part of the Rum which was on board the Pri- 
zes. | 


© Upon this, Captain Rhetr of this place gene- 
rouſſy offered to the Governour and Council, to 
go with two Sloops and attack the Pyrates, which 
they readily conſented to; and immediately gave 
him Power to fit out ſuch Veſſels as he thought 
proper for that Service. Accordingly two Sloops 
were appointed for this Expedition, under the 


9 5 Command of Captain Rhett, who according to

. . The. Diſcovery. of the Spaniſh Plot in France, has 


been the Subject of Europe's ſurpriſe. The Prince 
de Cellamare being ſeiz d, in conſequence of the 
Diſcovery, with the account of the Letters taken 
with him, is as follows: ; |

© and his Papers ſeiz'd upon, As ſoon as Prince 
© de Cellamare had an Account of this, he fent his 
Secretary to the Regent, or to the Council of the 
© Regency, to reclaim the ſaid Papers ; But inſtead 
of delivering the Papers, himſelf and his Papers 
were alſo fecur'd, People reaſon variouſly on 
this Affair; and it is ſaid the full Account of the

© unfair Practices of theſe publick Miniſters will be. 


© publiſh'd by the Regent's Order, In the mean 


time the Knowledge of what is already publick 
© fills the Minds of the French Nation with quite 
differing Thoughts of the Spaniſh Court and their 
© Proceedings, then were endeavour'd co be ſpread 
about among them by the Spaniſh Faction. lt is 
© remarkable, that the ſaid Prince de Cellamare 
lived in a Figure more like a Soveraign Prince 
than an Ambaſſador z his Hoſtel, or Houſe he 
lived in, he paid a thouſand Pounds a Year Rear 
for ; he kept three Chaplains, five Gentlemen of 
his Horſe, and above threeſcore other Servants, 
and ſeldom appear'd without three Coaches and

© Every one reproaches the Folly of the Prince de 
Cellamare for expoſing, without Cyphers, Matters 
of ſuch Importance as the Contents of his Letters 
imported, and eſpecially the Lilts of the Names 
of ſuch Men of Quality and Intereſt as are em. 
bark'd with them in their Treafons : Which Liſts 
are now fallen into the Hands of the Regent; and 
we meke no queltion but our next will be able to 
give a long account of the Names of ſuch unhap- 
py Gentlemen, as having been weak enough to be 
drawn into ſuch a deteſtable Conſpiracy - againſt 
their Country, have deſervedly fallen into the

ent for ſuppreſſing the ſaid Piractes, yet the more 
effectually ro put an end to the ſame, we have 
thought fit, by and with the Advice of our Privy- 
Council, to Iſſue this our Royal Proclamation ; 
And we do hereby Promiſe and Declare, That in 
caſe any the ſaid Pirates ſhall, on or before the Firſt 
Day of 7-/y, in the Year of our Lord One thou- 
{and {even hundred and nineteen, Surrender him or 
themſelves to one of our principal Secretaries of 
State in Great Britain or Ireland, or to any Gover- 
nor or Deputy-Governor of any of our Plantations 
or Dominions beyond the Seas, every ſuch Pirate 
and Pirates, fo {urrendring him or themſelves, as 
aforeſaid, ſhall have our gracious Pardon of and 
for ſuch his or their Piracy or Piracies, by him or 
them committed before ſuch time as they ſhall have 
received notice of this our Royal Proclamation ; 
which Pardon or Pardons we have Authorized and 
Commanded our re ſpective Governors to Grant ac- 
cordingly. And we do hereby ſtrictly Charge and 
Command all our Admirals, Captains, and other 
Officers at Sea, and all our Governors and Com- 
manders of any Forts, Caſtles, or other places in 
our Plantations, and all other our Officers Civil 
and Military, to ſeize and take ſuch of the Pirates, 
who ſhall refuſe or neglect to Surrender themſelves 
accordingly. And we do hereby further Declare, 
That in caſe any Perſon or Perſons, on or after the 
Firſt Day of July, One thouſand ſeven hundred and 
nineteen, ſhall Diſcover or Seize, or cauſe or pro- 
cure to be Diſcovered or Seized, any one or more 
of the ſaid Pirates, ſo Neglecting or Refuſing to 
Surrender themlelves, as aforeſaid, fo as they may 
be brought to Juſtice, and Convicted of the ſaid 
Offence, ſuch Peiſon or Perſons, fo making ſuch 
Diſcovery or Seizure, or Cauſing or Procuting, ſuch 
Diſcovery or Seizure to be made, ſhall have and 
receive 
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receive as a Reward for the ſame, viz. For every 


Commander of any Pirate-Ship or Veſſel, the Sum 
of One hundred pounds; For every Lieutenant, 
Maſter, Boatſwain, Carpenter, and Gunner, the 
Sum of Forty pounds; For every Inferior Officer 
the Sum of Thirty pounds; And for every Private 
Man the Sum of Twenty pounds; And if any Per- 


ſon or Perſons, belonging to, and being part of 


the Crew of any ſuch Pirate-Ship or Veſſel, ſhall, 


on or after the ſaid Firſt Day of July, One thou- 


ſand ſeven hundred and nineteen, Seize and Deli- 


ver, or cauſe to be Seized and Delivered, any Com- 
mander or Commanders of ſuch Pirate-Ship or 


| Veſſel, ſo as that he or they be brought to Juſtice, 


and Convicted of the ſaid Offence, fuch Perſon or 


Perſons, as a Reward for the ſame, ſhall Receive 


for every ſuch Commander the Sum of Two hun-

GEORGE R. => 1 
Hereas We are informed, That great Numbers 
of Mariners and Seafaring Men, (our Natural 
| e born 
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born Subjects) are in the ſervice of divers Foreign Prin- 
ces and States, to the Prejudice of our Kingdom; we 
have therefore thought it neceſſary, and by this our Pro- 
clamation (by and with the Advice of our Privy-Coun- 
cil) do ſtriftly charge and command all Maſters of 

| Ships, Pilots, Mariners, Seamen, Shipwrights, and o- 
ther Seafaring Men whatſoever and whereſoever (being 
our natural-born Subjects) who are in the Pay or Service 
of any Foreign Prince or State, or do ſerve in any Fo- 
| reign Ship or Veſſel, That forthwith they and every of 
them do (according to their known and bounden Duty 
and Allegiance) withdraw themſelves, depart from, 

| and quit ſuch foreign Services, and return Home to 
their Native Countries. And further, we do hereby 
ſtrictly prohibit and forbid all Maſters of Ships, Mart- 
ners, Seamen, and other Seafaring Men whatſoever, 
(being our Natural - born Subjects) from Entring, and 
do charge and command them and every of them from 
henceforth to forbear to enter themſelves into the Pay 
and Service of any Foreign Prince or State, or to ſerve 
in auy Foreign Ship or Veſſel whatſoever, without our 
ſpecial Licence firſt had and obtained in that behalf ; 
to all which we expect due Obedience and exatt Confor 
mity. And we do hereby publiſh and declare, that the 
' Offenders to the contrary ſhall not anly incur our juſt 
| Diſpleaſure, but beproceeded againſt for their Contempt 
| according to the utmoſt ſeverities of Law. And we 
do hereby declare, That if any ſuch Seamen,our Subjects, 
j ſhall be taken in any Foreign Service by the Turks, 
” AMlgerines, or any others, they ſhall not be reclaimed by 
D, as Subjects of Great Britain.
